You are not 
disputing, are you, the fact that you ~romulagated this order and that those 
two paragraphs I read to you were in it? 

A That I om not disputing, 

Q All right, If you care to look ^t 211 of the other peoragraphs and at 
other ports, I will soe thet they are made available to you, but for the 


present purposes I can assure you there is no trick in connection with this, I 


want to move on to another document, 
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A I would like to refer to just one point. 

Q All right. 

A Under paragraph 1, it says expressly that all labor is to be used 
according to their capability for work, 


Q Yes, I read that to you, 





Now, you had a permanent staff secretary by the name of Alfred Meyer, 
isn't that so?

A No, I'm sorry I can't find that point in my copye Yes, I have it 
noWe But that refers to another law, 
Q That's all right. I just asked you if it was there, and it is. Let's 
go one 
I asked you if you had a permanent staff secretary by the name of 
Meyer, Alfred Meyer, M-e-y-e-r. 
A Yes, 
Q I want to show you Document 580-PS, which will become USA Exhibit 821, 
Now, this is an order from your Ministry for the Occupied Eastern Territories, 
and it is signed by your permanent staff secretary, Alfred Meyer, and it is 
addressed to the Reich Commissioner for the Ostland, a man by the name of 
Lohse, L-o-h-s-e, and also to the Reich Commissioner for the Ukraine, a man 
by the name of Koch about whom we have heard a good deal in this trial. 
I want to have you agree, if you will, that the order calls for 
247,000 industrial workers and 380,000 agricultural workers. 
Now, I want you to turn specifically to page 2 of the English trans- 
lation and to page 2, as well, of the German translation, and line 1) of the 
English text and line 22 of the German text, The paragraph has before it the 


figure 6, and it says: 
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"The workers are to be recruited. Forced enlistment should be avoided; 
instead, for political reasons, the enlistment should be kept on a voluntary 
basis, In case the enlistment should not bring the required results and 
there should be a surplus of workers available, use may be made in extreme 
cases and in agreement with the General Commissioner, of the decree dated 
19 December 1941 concerning the introduction of compulsory labor in the 
occupied Eastern territories," 

So that this order, signed by Meyer of your staff, directing the 
Reich Commissioners in the Eastern occupied territories, was founded on 
your decree of 19 December 1941 for compulsory labor. 

A Yese Mr. Prosecutor, you read the introduction, and from that we 
can see that my deputy tried to avoid coercion, but on the other hand volun- 
tary enlistments were to be Considered, and that is proof of what I said 
yesterday, that Hoffmann, my permanent deputy, tried to work along these 
lines, and we are not referring back to arbitrary measures but rather to a 
general compulsory labor law in the occupied Eastern territories which would 
prevent hundreds of thousands from lingering and loitering in the streets 
who could neither work nor Study. I would like to read the end of the 
paragraph, and that says: 

"Promises which cannot be kept may not be given neither in writing nor 
verbally. Therefore, the proclamations or posters and appeals in the press 
and over the radio may not contain any untrue information in order to avoid 
disappointment among the workers employed in the Reich, and thus reactions 
against future recruiting in the occupied Eastern territories," 

Q Very good. All I am trying to indicate here, and to see if you 
will not agree with it, is that you nevertheless, despite these remon- 
strances and these objections which we do not deny that you made, did 
authorize your people in the Eastern occupied territories to actually 
conscript and force people to come to work in Germany, and you did it on the 
basis of your own decree, That is the point I am trying to make with youe 

A À compulsory labor law was issued by me at the end of 19h41 for the 


territory of the Reichscommissariat, that is, for the Ostland and for the 


Ukraine, This labor for the Reich was not taken until later, and labor 
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Service in the occupied countries was, in my opinion, legally necessary so 


that no wildcat recruitments would take place, and also to prevent the 


loitering of hundreds of thousands in the streets,

tive to broadcast measures and opinions which could eventually bring about the 
Sheer desperation of the conquered peoples, instead of promoting the desired

"In home politics wo had to announce our aims to thc whole nation in the 
most candid form of aggression by way of contrast to the others, Xct, tho 
political leadorship in tho East must remain silent where necessary harshness 
is dictated by German policy, They must remain silent about their possibly 
derogatory judement of the conquered peoples. Yes, a clever German policy 
might be able to do more in the German interest thr ugh politically inmaterial 
alloviations and certain human concessions than thr vgn open, thoughtless 
brutalit;,! 

"erc you honestly expressing your viows when you wrote that memorandun 
on the loth of March, 19h2? 

Ae This document is corrects It was submitted to me for a moment in a 
preliminary interrogation, What we gather from this document is the following, 
We may ather fron it that although I knew that the Fuchrer had nct accepted 
my rather broad proposals, I continued to fight for these proposals. And we 
may further soe from it that I saw tho Fuehrer personally, so that cortain 


petty citizens in the East would not make derogatory remarks about other 
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nations, that, so far as tho thousands who came in wore concerned, I could 
not expect sympathy and I could not expect antipathy either, but I could 
cemand one thine of them in caso they had a derogatory attitude, which was to 
keep quiet and to act decently. 

In conclusion I would like to add ==- and this is semethins which is 
extraordinarily decisive, because it says in tho last paragraph, "I ask that 
the Fuehrer rule on this menorandun.' this instruction was nct contained in 
the document; I believe that much would have resulted fron it,

"On the 23rd of July, 1942, Party Director Boruann sent the Minister a 
letter which enuno rates, in eight paragraphs, the principles the Minister is ts 

follow in adrinistcring the occupied arcas in the East." 

It goes on to say that you, in à message to the Fuchrer dated the llth of 
August, 1942, explained in detail to what extent those principles were already 
being put into practice or used as a basis of policy. 

The next para^raph says that "any person reading this correspondence is 
struck, first of all, by the complete asrecnent of concepts. Tho iiinistcr == 
that is you -- apparently was particularly concerned about two points: Tho 
first relates to the protection of Gernan rule against tho pressure of tho S 
Slav races; the second to tho absoluto necessity of simplifying tho administra- 
tion, These are indeed decisive problems, of which more will have to bo said," 

Then there is this statoment: "Por the rest, the Minister -- referring 
to you -- not only raises no objections against Boraann!s principles or even 
his phraseology; on the contrary, he usos then as a basis of his reply and 
endeavors to sow that they are already being put into practice, When, however, 
Bormann's letter was read out by Captain Zimmermann in a conference of the 
department chiefs, gave concern was shown at once, both on account of tho phra- 
seology of the lctter and the future conduct of our policy," 

Ihen it goes on to say: "In ordor to find out whether this concern is jus- 
tified, it is best to start fron a fic ction," 

Then, under the number I, Harkull writes: 

"Lot us suppose Bormann's lottor were issued to tho Reich Commissioners 
as a ninistcrial decree. This Supposition is by no necans unrealistic since the 
Minister -- and that again refers to you =-= appears to hold identical vicws, 
Since the Ostland, or the Baltic Arca, presents a special ca SC, and since tho 
Ukraine is, or will become, probably, the most i: portant region politically 
the following discussion will be based on that region," 

Then, going on: "The consequences of a decree of this kind will be judged 
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best by its effect on those men whose duty it is to put it into practice," 


Moving down a little bit, he says: "Daagine the formulas of Bormann's 
letter translated into tho lanz;uazo of c.monber of tho Geren civil adninis- 


tration, and you will get, roughly, the following viows: 

" Tho Slavs arc to work for us, In so far as we don't nood tho:, they may 
lic, Therefore, conpulsory vaccination and German health service aro super- 
fluouse the fertility of the Slavs is undesirable, They may use contraceptives 
or practice aboration, the more the bottor, Education is dangerous. It is 
cnough if they can count up to 100, At best an education which produces uscful 
oges for us is admissible, Every ccucated person is a fubure enemy. iteli- 
gion wo leave to them as 2 means of diversion, As for food, they won't get any 
more than is necessary, We are the masters: we cone first," 

"These sentences are by no means overstatencnts. On the contrary they are 
covered, word by word, by tho spirit and the text of Bormann's Lotter, Already 
at this point the question arises whether such a result is Jcsirable in the 
interests of the Reich, It can hardly be doubted that these views woulda become 
known to tho Ukrainian people. Similar opinions prevail evon today," 

Moving on, the next paragraph, with tho nuxbor "2", says:"But there is no 
real nood to assume a fictitious doceroo as was done in paragraph le The above 
ricntioned concepts of our role in tho Last already oxist in practico, 

"The Reich Conmnissionor for the Ukraine has cxpounded his viows of tho 
Ukrainian people, in throo successive specches," And hc does on to quote those 
speeches, whixh have been referred to before this Tribunal, 

Then, in the next paragraph, oHetseays thàtcóveryovisitorrand cvery member 
of the local civil administration can confirm this from his own observations, 
ind they show particularly clearly how well the soil is prepared for tho Bor- 
mann lotter. 

Then he goes on to quote statements that have been made by saying, "We 


are here anon; Negroes", "The population is just dirty and lazy", and so on, 
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And thon, passing on, ho SZyS?

You had written a letter in answer to the Bormann letter, hadn't you? 


A Yes, that is correct,

of Bormann? Yes or no. 

A I wrote an appeasing letter so that I could bring about a pause in the 
constant direct pressure which was brought upon me, and I would like to say that 
my activity, and the decrees which I issued after this letter. did not change 
at all in any manners but. on the contrary, my decrees continued with a health 
Service and brought about building. 

Q You wrote this letter to the Fuechrer; you didn't write it to Bormann, 


did you? Your answer went to Hitler? 


A I wrote my reply to whe Fuehrer. yes.

A I wrote a letter to the fuehbrer, rut dic nob use the WOTA DB OF Fave 


mann's letter. I wrote to the Fuehrer that i Wa3 nos doiog anwuosto than aavld 


and had to be done, and I wanted to resist an attack wnich was coming from the 


headquarters that I was doing more in the eastern countries than for the German 
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people--that I was demanding more doctors than the German people had for their 
sick, But às far as health and biological propagation of the eastern peoples 
is concerned, that I was doing more for the eastern territories than the 

German doctors could do for the German people and its propagation. The attack 
had reached such proportions that Koch accused me that I was following a policy 
of immigration, and that was the reason why the conflict arose shortly there- 
after and was brought to the Fuchrer, 

Q Just so there will be no doubt about this--I don't waat there to be 
any misunderstanding and nobody else does--are you telling us that you didn't 
write back almost word for word What Bormann wrote to you? 

A I do not have the letters here verbatim. 

Q But you have the Markull memorandum here, which says that the minister 
not only raises no objections against Bormann's principles or even his phrase- 
ology. Now surely one of your subordinates would not be impertinent enough to 
write you a memorandum like that unless it was perfectly true that you had done 
so? 


A My collaborators always had the courage to stand up even contrary to

what I demanded of them, They told me their opinions. Dr. Leibrandt caine to 
me full of care and concern and said to me, "Mr, Reichminister, that is not in 
accord with what we are doing," 

I said, "Dr, Leibrandt, please calm yourself. I have written an 
appeasing explanation, Nothing will be changed, I will speak to the Fuehrer 


later personally about these matters," 


Q Your subordinate was not afraid to tell you that, you had written such 
a letter in which you agreed word for word with Bormainu, I have no trouble with 
you on that score, That is all I ain trying to gel you zo tell this Tribunal, 
because it is true that you did write back expressing uieze word for word 
Sentences, 

A That is not correct, I must say that this memorandum which Dr. 


Leibrandt gave me, he read over this memorandum and said that there sesma to 
be one gentleman who believes that I cannot do anything else but what I consider 
right, But in this case I have a Special problem and a special conflict, and I 


will insist on my position, That may be shown in the documents I read yesterday. 
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May I define my position as to this? 
Q Answer this question: Who were you appeasing, Hitler or Bormann, or 


both of them? 


A First of all my collaborator, Leibrandt, showed him that my 


ministerial decrees in that sense would never be published, Point 2: I gave 
out decrees about the school system, which was to redevelop that system, 

THE PRESIDENT: Wait a minute, That is not an answer to the ques- 
tione You said that you wrote an appeasing answer, The question is whom were 
you trying to appease, Was it Hitler or was it Bormann or was it both? 

A (continued) Yes; both of thems yes, 
MR. DODD: Nre President, would this be a convenient time? 


THE PRESIDENT: Yes, 


(A recess was taken.) 
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DR. SEIDL: Dr, Seidl for the defendant Dr, Frank. Mr, President, 
I nave stated yesterday that the document books for Frank I have already 
translated, but I have just found out now about the document bools, that the 
document books are not yet bound by the office which should have done it and 
for that reason, I did not receive permission from another office yet. 
Perhaps the Tribunal could speed that up that is, the binding of the 
document books, because otherwise the whole translation is unusable., 

THE FRESIDENT: Very well, 

MR. DODD: I didn't know there was any delay but I will see to it 
right away that they get it as far as we are able to Qo it, 

THE WITNESS: May I say something to this docurent? This memorandum, 
such as it is stated in the beginning, is based on the fiction, the idea of 
a possible ministerial decrec, It uses phrases which Bormann had used in 


his letter but my letter which I have sent to the Fuehrer could not possibly 


I Uu 
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contain these phrases but they wil. contain modifying stateients to the 
extent that l myself in the Occupied Eastern Ter.itories did not do what I 
am accused of now; that is to say, thet I do not state any consideration 
of German population but that I established departmerts for education, for 
schools, and so on; that these departments, I would have to modify 
that Bormann made these statenents, used these phrases, it is unfortumte 
the way in which he iiked to express himself, which we had to find out duri ng 
the later years, 

May I say briefly that he himself states 9 that apparently the minister 
covers the content of these things, but I want to point out one decisive 
point; that is, that here, these opinions, which Bormanr MErSLONS, were 
also mentioned in the surroundings of Koch and against these personal things 
of Koch -- in these tragic years —- my entire efforts were directed, 
especially to train the entire corps of administrative Jeaders and that 
can be seen from point 2, paragraph 3, where you will find it, Among tho 
district commissars there are at least eighty percent against the opinions — 

MR. DODD: I think we ali know what is in it, If you nave any 
explanation, I think you ought to male it, 

IHE WITNZS5: les. On page 4, it says the greator majority of the 
administrative leadership corps puts its hope to the minister -- that is 9 
myself, -- and I have triod and abtempted to justify these hopes of the

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administrative leadership carps, that I would at.empt to educate them by 
these decrees with regard to thousands of people in the Eastern Territories, 
«hom they did not know, these thousends who, of courso, in a fight against 
Bolshevism, could not always determine how things were in the Eas t; and nay 
I quite concretely point out that the author here says that -the decree of the 
minister of the 17th of March, undor lines . and er aphasizes former decrees in a 
sharper form, he decree of the 13th May 1943, gces against the ovinion that 
the Ukrainians were no people at all’ and against a folso masicr standpoint, 
These are two decrees which I have not reccived and which are hero; and 
furthermore, I assume, Mr, Prosecutor, I say concretely that he points out 
that, of course, the minister —- thet is, myself -- knows very well that such 
a continent has to be treated differently then the suggestions would warrant 
it. As a consequence of that attitude, I have to soy » after tha t exchange 
of correspondence between Koch and Bormann, I have started a definite

In the 
predominantly Polish tcrritory Lida 16,000 Jews, in Zlonin, 8,000 JCWS, and so 
forth, have been liquidated, Owing to an encroachment in the ormy rear Zono, 
already reported hitherto, the preparations made by us for liquidation of the 
Jews in the area Glebokio, have been disturhed, The army rcor zone, without 
contacting me, has liquidated 10,000 Jews, whose systenoticsl climination had 
been provided for ag us in any event. In Ansk=-City approximately 10,000 Jews 
were liquidated on the 28 and <9 of July, 6500 of then Russian Jews, predominan- 
tly aged pe sons, women and children - the romeinder consisting of Jews unfit 
for commitment of labor wno, in their ovorwholning majority were deported to 
Minsk in November of last year iron Vienna, Brucnn, Bremen and Berlin, by order 
of the Fuehrer, 


"Ihe area of Luzk too, had been relicved of several thousand Jews, The same

"I fully agree with the commandcr cf the SD in White Ruthenia, that we shall 
ligidate every shipment of Jews which is not ordered or announced by our supcr- 
ior offices, to prevent further disturbances in White Ruthenia," 

And up above I did omit one sentence or two that I wanted to read: 

"Naturally, after the tormination of demands of the errmod forces, the 3D and 
I woula like it best to clininate Jewry once and for all in the District Gonor- 
el of white Ruthenic. For the tim being, the necessary demands of the armed 
forces, which are the mein Auplcyors of Jewry, are considered,"

A (Interposing) That soons very improbable to mc, becausc in mytoffice in 
Beriin it could not have been found. Then it can only be so that the Reich 
Commissioner for the Pastorn Territories hod sunt 211 his files tc Berlin, It 
was not in my office, and this leicer was never presented to mc, It is marked 
stamped, by the Reich Commissioner for the wastern Territorics, Hc received it 


and not the Reich Liinister for the Occupied 
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Eastern Territories. 

I stated yesterday that quite a number of such happenings as individual 
actions were reported to me, and that I received reports from Luzk personally, 
and Gauleiter lieyer was immediately charged to protest with Heydrich to order 
an investigation, That presupposes that such a general action was not assumed 
to be ordered for one center, 

Q Well, I only want to suggest to you that it is a strange coincidence 
that two of your top men were in communication in this tone in 1942 without 
your knowledge, 

Did you also tell the Tribunal yesterday that you understood that most of 
the difficulty or a large part of the difficulty in the East for the Jewish 
people came from the local population? Do you remember saying that yesterday? 

A I did not get the translation, 

Q I asked you if it wasn't a fact that yesterday you toid the Tribunal 
that much of the difficulty for the Jews in the East came from the local 
population of those areas, 

A Yes. I was informed about that in the beginning by returning 
personalities about the local populations I knew ths attitude in the East 
from before and could well understand that this was true, 

Secondly, I have stated that I had been informed that the police tock care 
of various other nests of resis ance, and thereby a large number of Jews were 
Stopped in various cities. And then I have treated -- 

Q I think you will agree that. in the Ukraine your màn Koch was doing all 
kinds of terrible things, and now I don't understand that you dispute that 
Lohse and Kube were helping to eliminate or liquidate the Jews, and that 
Braeutigam, an important member of your staff, and that Leibbrandt, an important 
member of your staff, was informed of the program, So that five people at least 
under your administration were engaged in this kind of conduct, and not small 
people at that, 

A L should like to point out that a decree by the Reich Kommissar for 
Eastern Territories == 

THE PRESIDENT: (Interposing) Will you answer the question first? Do you 


agree that these five people were engaged in exterminating Jews? 
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THE WITNESS: Yes, They knew about a certain number of liquidations, 

That I admit, and they have told me, or at least I have heard it from other 
Sources, 

I only want to state one thing: That according to the general law of the 
Reich for the Eastern Territories a decree was issued according to which--of 
course the Jewry there was hostile to us--the Jewry should be concentrated in 
certain Jewish quarters of the cities, And until the end, until 1943-19, I 
have heard that in these ¢ities such work was carried out in Jewish Ghettoes to 
a large extent, 

And may I point out another case which came to my knowledge? 

BY MR. DODD: 

Q I don't want you to point out anything else. You have answered the 
question, and you have explained your answer, I don't ask you further -- 

A (Interposing) The answer which I wanted to add was to explain part 
of my answer in a very concrete case, That is to Say, à district Kommissar in 
the Ukraine had been accused before the court that in a Jewish community, on 
the basis of threats, he had committed blackmail and taken furs and dresses, 
clothes, to Germany. He was brought before court, He was convicted, and he 
was executed, 

Q Well, that is very interesting, but I don't think it is a necessary 
explanation of that answer at all, And I would ask that you try to confine 
these answers. I would like to get through here in a few minutes, 

You are also, of course, the man who wrote the letter, as you told the 
Tribunal yesterday, suggesting the out-of-hand execution of 100 Jews in France, 
although you said you thought that--was what, a little bad judgment or not 
quite just, or something of the kind? Is that right? 

A I have made my statement about that yesterday, 

Q I know you have, and I would like to talk about it for a minute today, 
Is that what you said about it, that it was not right, and that it was not just? 
Yes or no, didn't you say that to the Tribunal yesterday? | 


A You have to quote literally, word for word, if you want me to answer 


yes or no, 
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Q I will ask you again, Didn't you say yesterday before this Tribunal 
that your suggestion in that letter, in Document OOl-PS, was wrong and wa not 
Just? Now, that is pretty simple, and you can answer it, 

A I have stated that it was humanly incorrect, 

Q It was murdere-isn!t that what it was, a plan for murder? Yes or NOe 

m Noe The shooting of hostages, which was published by the armed forces-- 
I consider that an extraordinary measure necessary in warfare and an accepted 
facte The shootings of hostages were published in the press, Therefore, I had 
to assume that according to International Law and certain traditions of warfare - 


this was an accepted act of reprisal, Therefore, I cannot admit -- 





Q (Interposing) Well, were you talking then as the benign philosopher 
or as a soldier? When you wrote this letter, OOl-PS, in what capacity were you 
writing it, as a benign, philosophical minister on ideology and culture, or 
were you & member of the. armed forces? 

A As can be seen from the document, I have spoken about the fact that 
here a certain act of sabotage and murder against German soldiers had been 
committed. And in order to improve conditions, in order to poison relations 
between Germany and France in the future, and for the reason I have given, 


this letter for which I am sorry from the human point of view has been written, 
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Q It coms a little lato, don't you think? 


The witness Hooss -— you were in the courtroom wien he testified, 


A Yos, I heard him, 

Q You heard thet terrible story of 24 to 3 million murde:s which he 
told from the witness stand, very largely of Jewish people? 

A Yes, 

9 Although it wasn't brought out here, you can take it from me as being 
so. If you care to dispute it, vou may, end we will establish it later, You 
know that ne was a reader of your book and of your specches, this man Hoess. 

A ‘Whether he reads my books I do not know,  Anti-Jewish books have 
existed for the last 2,000 years, 

Q Now, you offered to resign in October 1944 from your position a 
Reiensminister for tne Occupied Eastorn Territories. 

A Uctober, 19/1. 

Q You didn't have very much to resign from on that date, did you? 

The Germang were practicclly out of Russia, isn't that a fact: On October Mes 
1944 the German Army was practically out «f Russia, It was on tho retreat r 
isn't thet so? 

A Yes, It was the question of my further tasks for the politicel and 

psychological treatment of several millions of osstorn wrkors in Germany , 
also of refugees who came from the caster territorios nnd from the Ukraine 
to Germany, and tho economic affairs which we settled, Then I had hoped that 
a military change would occur in the East. 

Q And everybody, metty nearly everybody, who was informed at all in 
Germany knew that the wer was lost in Octobcr.of 1244, isn't that so? You 
Knew that the war was lost in October of 1944, 

A No, that I didn!t know, 

Q You didn't know that? 

4 No, I did not know that. 

MR, DODD: I will accept that answer. That is all, I ‘ave no further 
questions.

In the report which you submitted to Hitler on the 20th of June 1941 
regarding the preparatory mensures referrine to questions on the administrati 
of the Eastern Territories, you said that you had a conversation with 
Admiral Canaris curing which you asked Canaris, in the interests of counter- 
intelligence, to choose certain people who, while working in the counter- 
intelligence, could also represent Germany politically and take political 
posts E 

Do you agree with that? 

A No, that is not correct. I heard thet Admiral Canaris had 
organized a certain group of Ukrainians for sabotare and allied purposes. 

He visited me once and I asked him not to mix in the political work, that is, 
the preparatory work, and he assured me he wouldn't. 

Q You don't deny your meeting Admiral Canaris and the conversation 
in which you asked him, in the interests of intellirence, to select certain 
people. Do you deny that? 

A No -- yes, I deny that, but I do not deny that of courso, if 
Canaris had important political reports it was correct if he informed me abou 
ite I had no counter-intellizence organization or espionage organization 
curing these years.

The wr against the Soviet 
Union is to be carried on with the securing of foodstuffs and that the 
German objective is to be one of order, The occupied country is not to 
be considered as an object of exploitation, even if the German food supply 
and war economy needs and demands larger areas, and in a large Scope, 
and I believe I may be ableto say that we are taking into consideration 
the necessities of the inhabitants, à consideration which cannot be ex- 
pressed more unequivocably and more significantly.

Thi proved to be impossible because, as has been men- 
tioned, a large amount of machinery was no longer available, such as 
tractorse On the other hand, it was not possible, the way thepopulation 
wanted ity in part, to resort to individual farming because smaller machinery 
was also missing. Therefore, a compromise was made of cooperatives, where 
the Russian peasants got a share of the land but they had to contribute 
part of their work within the comnunity.

A The supplying and the quartering of the east workers in the Reich 
were satisfactory, and I received the reports by the Reich nutritional offices, 

Q Can you tell us something about Rosenberg's general attitude toward 
the eastern people? 

A As I have said before, Rosenberg personally wanted to get the eastern 
people to cooperate, especially in the direction of guaranteeing their 
cultural life, Rosenberg, ag much as I know, always intervened for ree 
opening of the colleges and special schools, 

Q Did Rosenberg have to fight any limitations on that subject? 

A Against these intentions of Rosenberg there were strong forces in 
the field, especially in the Fuehrer's headquarters, in the persons of Bormann 
and Himmler, whose attitude vas much Supported by Reich Commissar Koch, who 
himself in his work against Rosenberg was supported by Bormann and Himmler. 
That led to the fact that a large number of measures which Rosenberg had 
planned, especially in the Ukraine, were sabotaged by Koch, 

Q Only one last question: Did you know about the concentration camps 
and about the treatment of the inmates in protective custody? 

A The existence of concentration camps, of course, was known to mes 
about the number of concentration camps and what happened in them, not, During 
the years of 1933 and 1934 various reports were made about individual mise 
Lreatnents, Later, persons who visited concentration camps turned in 
definitely positive reports, In the last days of April of last year, near 
Berlin, I met inmates of concentration camps marching back, Conditions were so 
terrible that I imnediately saw Himmler and asked him not to let these people go 
on marching but to turn them over to the enemys That conference took place in 
the presence of Field marshal Keitel, But the answer was a very indefinite 
one. That is all that I can say about this matter, 


Q There is one more question that just came to my minde In the occupied 
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eastern territories, outside of the nutritional problem of the armed forces, 
was it also taken into consideration to get foodstuffs for the German people? 

A About two thirds of the deliveries of foodstuffs from the eastern 
territories was for the armed forces immediately, The remaining third was 
Shipped to Germany, and we always considered it an equivalent for the 
nutrition of the foreign workers, whos; number was mounting continuously, 

DR, THOMA: Thank you, I have no more questions, 

IHE PRESIDENT: Do any of the Def»ndants Counsel wish to ask any questions? 

DR, SEIDL: Dr, Seidl, Counsel for Dr, Frank. 
BY DR, SEIDL; 

Q Witness, you were also state secretary in the Reich ministry for 
nutrition and agriculture, is that correct? 

À Yes, 

Q Is it correct that the chief of the main department for nutrition 
and agriculture in the General Government was frequently in Berlin in order 
to discuss there the quotas, in order to achieve a measure which would be 
supported by the population? 

A As much as I remember, during *he negotiations which took place with 
the General Government he variously expressed that opinion, 

Q According to your own observations, what was the nutritional situa- 


tion of the population of the General Government? 





A According to my own observations and the reports which I received, the 
rations which had been established were lower than in the Reichy but black 
market and the open market produced equivalent -- 

Q Is it correct that efforts were made to increase agricultural pro- 
duction by the General Government? 

A Considerable efforts were made, and one can safely say that the entire 
economy, as much as it was mot used fcr armament, was working for nutrition, 
Besides, fertilizer was shipped from the Reichs also agricultural machinery, 

Q What part did delivery from occupied countries have in the entire 
requirement of foodstuffs for Germany? 

A According to the calculations which were made by our ministry, the part 


of the deliveries fron occupied territories in the total food requirement of

Germany in 192 and 1943 amounted to about 15 percent; during the other 


years around 10 percent, Mostly tess, 
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Q Now one last question: The Soviet Prosecution has submitted 
a &ceument -- USSR 170. It deals with a mseting with the chiefs 
of the German offices in cccupied territories on 6/8/42, under the 
chairmanship of the Reichmarshal. I present to you this document 
(document is handed to witness) cud want you tc tell me whether the 
4eseription ziven in that dccumeni characterizes the relation bee 
tween Germany and the occupied territories ecrrectly. You were 
present at that meetings, were you not? 

A The dccunent represents the minutes of the meeting, in 
which I tcok parte First I have tc say that the dccument --hthat is 
tC say, the minutes ==- ccntains the speech cf the Reichmarshal, and 
the actual relations are not correctly described between Germany 
and ths occupied territcries. The demands which Gcering made in 
this msesting were so high that they cculd nct be taken sericuslye 
In the department cf nutrition it was clear tc us that by fcrce we 
eculd nct achieve snything in the long run, The extra demands which 
Gcering had made in that mesting were never fulfilled. I also bee 
lieve that Gcaring himself did nct believe that these quotas could 
be filled. As much as I know, these extra demands to France by 
Goering were never submitted; Belzium, in spite cf a prohibitioh, 
recsived fcodstuffs; so did Czechuslovakia. 

Cn the day before that meeting there had been a confsrence by 
the gauleiters, and as much as I remember they were all under the 
impression cf the increasing difficulties fcr the population in the 
West. The western gaulsiters werso of the Cpinion that German nue 
trition would become insufficient, but that a large part cf the 
cecupied territories were still having scme surplus, that is to say, 
that the ministry of nutrition did not demand encugh from bhe 
cecupisd territories. These demands were seized upon by Goering, 
and according to his temp2ramant that led tc the strong exaggerations 
contained in this document cf the minutes.

part of the nogotintions, Ambassador Dre Gauss was not present at the 
negotiations which took place before the pact was mado, I have therofore 
medo tho motion to call Legation Secretary Hilgor as witness after ho 
had alrondy beon approved as a witness for tho dofendent von Ribbontrop, 
I have, furthermore, requested that the Tribunal should get the text of 
that secret additional agreement. I have to admit, however, thot this 
request has no longer the importance which it had at the time when it was 
madee In tho meantime we received a copy of that secret arreement, 

Furthermore, I have a copy of tho additional secret agreement cone 
cerning the German-Soviet border pact and furthcrmore, I have an affid- 
avis by Ambassador Dre Gauss of the first of April of this year from which 
the identification with tho text which had been drefted on the 2 rd of 
August and the 28th of September, 1939, 

IHE PRESIDENT: Sir.David, have you my objection to that document 
being produced for the consideration of the Tribunal? 

SIR DAVID MAXWELL FYFE: Not at olly my Lord, As I say, the 
Tribunal has considered our objection on relevance and we have lost on it 
and therefore it is not really open to me to argue any question of the 
relevance of the document in view of the decision of the Tribunal. 

The only point that I make is that Dre Seidl produces an alleged 
copy of the treaty, Supported by an affidavit of imbassador Gauss thon 
it immensely stron: gthons my argument, I submit, against him beine allowed 
to oo]1 tho witnesses, 

COLONEL POKROV KSY: The Soviet Prosecution on the question which 
is now being discussed by the Tribunal today has submitted a document to 
the General Sccretariate of the International Tribunal. If this

that is documents 80 an’ 81. One is tho photostat cf the coportaticn order 
oz tho City of Hoclz; the other ono an affidavit cconcornin- forced. labor in 
oaaz. I need tho first document in crdor to prove that tho ccnvonticn of 
the Hague was obs^leto; that is to say, that before the armistice, alrcacy 
durin; tho ficghtins, the population of the Eastern German territcrics was sont 
to Russia for forcoc labor; and I have sur:lemented the mcti^n because I 
thought it was too meager for proof to find out fron the mayors of citics in 
East Prussia that the larger part cf tho ropulaticn has been deported for 
work for fereed labor. I bclicve that, in order to proce that the Convention 
cf the Hapuc in the East was considered non-oxistent, is of great importance 


for the defonse of my clicnt. 
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Dccument 81 deals with a condition after the armistice but 
which apnears only as a continuation cf Chat which has occurred 
in the Fast ana ccnfirms that under ths occupaticn of the Soviet 
Army that ecndition continued tc exist, that is to say, the 
recruitment of the populatién for work, not within the sense cf the 
Convention cf the Hague for ths repair cf rcads but also for the 
purpose of work in incustry ang activities cutside cf the frame- 
work of the Ccnvention cf the Hague. 

I dc not beliave that I should be refused these matters cf 
prcof, to use these matters cf proof, 

Dccuments 90 and 91, it has already been Spcken abcut their 
ccntent,. They are twc fclders with a collection cf affidavits, 

The attempt is made tc bring ccunterproof against an investigation 
made by a gcvernment with which we were ccnfronted, 

We have received reports by the Scviets which are a combination 
of individual cases pub tcgether like a Mosaic. There are mass 
conditions which can only be understood in this Sense. 

I have already explained that I have nct a &Cvernment available 
which could make a report of that kind, and I am Suggesting that 
at first I shall bring a collection of affidavits concerning thease 
conditions, and I do not intend tc submit every one cf these affi- 
óavits,. My mction is that the Ccurt shculd appoint one judge who 
shoyld Study that folder ana report about it, make a report abcut 
it to the Tribunal, That is the thing which later, in dealing | 
With political crganizaticns, thay will have to be confronted with, 
That is the prcblem, hcw these mass conditions ean be presented to 
the Tribunal, | | 

If I brine a single witness, one individual witness, one could 
say "Wall, cna witness cannct ccvsr the entire ground." On the 
cther hand, I cannot com? hers with a hundred cr more witnesses, So 
this would be a medium Scluticn, a soluticn that one person shculd 
Study the material ana then give a report. That is the content cf 


these two folders, 
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THE PRESIDENT: How many affidavits have you in mind cr have 


you obtained? 

DR. SZRVATIUS: So far it is still very small, what I have 
received. It appears that thcse who know something are very cons 
cerned and very reticent, because they are afraid they will be pro- 
Ssecuted. But I hope to be able to make a selection of sensible 
Statements, and I believe that there will be abcut 20 cr 30 affi- 
davits, Of course I would $init it to Chat, because I am nct 
interested in occupying the Court with unnecessary work, 

At the present state of my ccllecticn I even have to be afraid 
that I will have to withdraw my mnction, because I have to admit 
myself that sc far up to ncw the ancunt of material is very smalls 
but I wish that the possibility wculd bs left Cpen fcr me and when 
it comes tc it I shculà like tc present it to the Court again, 

THS PRESIDENT: Yes. Is that all you want to say? 

DR. L5RVATIUS3: There is still Document Nunber 93, the

THE PRESIDENT: Did the Prosecution object? 

DR. SERVATIUS: No, the Prosecution didn't cbject. I only

THe PRÆSIDENT: Yes, thank you. 

MR. ROBERTS: There was one Other point which I cught to mene 
tion. Perhaps Dr, Servatius would be good enough to listen, 

My Lord, Dr, Servatius has applied in writing to the Tribunaa, 
by letter ated the 5th of March 1946, fcr all medical reports of 
Dr. Jaeger, who was a chisf camp doctor at Krebs-ssen, Secondly, 
all monthly reports of a man called Groene, who was a colleague 
cf Dr. Jaeger, Thirdly, all ninutes of monthly conferences which 
the ohief camp leader held with his subordinate camp leaders at 


Krebs. i 
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My Lord, the position is this: That the French put in -- oh, 
I think cur American cclleagues put in an affidavit of Dr. Tasger, 
and Dr. Jaeger himself has been granted as a witness for Sauckol, 
and So he will be seen in the witness boxe 

My Lord, the Prosecution have no objection to Dr. Jaeger 
being asked, I Suppose, tc bring his reports with hin if they are 
available. We haven't gct Chem, and I don't think we know where 
they are, but the witness is being called, 

DR. SéRVATIUS: The bulk of these documents I have received 
already, and I assume that I will also receive the,reste I believe 
the material which I have now is sufficient for my purpose so that 
it is not necessary to bother the Prosecution any mcre, 

THS PRESIDENT: You mean we need make no crder? 

DR. SERVATIUS: It is not necessary, 

THS PRESIDGNT: The Tribunal will adjotirn now.
